Greetings: 
Which balun is significantly more efficient for connecting a MFJ949E tuner 
to 20 feet of 300 ohm twinlead feeding a 70m horizontal loop across the HF 


bands: The balun in the MFJ949E, a W2DU current balun or a coax balun? Or is 
there no significant difference? I recall a website suggesting that the 
MFJ949E is less efficient than other manual tuners such as the ZM-2; is much 
of that loss in the built-in balun? In any case, I'll replace the MFJ with 
the Elecraft 100w autotuner when it becomes available. 


Before I found a Usenet post stating that coax baluns are more efficient 
than W2DU current baluns, with high SWR's likely on that feedline I'd 
assumed that because of the length of coax required the losses of a coax 
balun would be higher than those of a W2DU balun. If the answer is a coax 
balun, should it be bunch coiled (rope coiled) or a one layer form wrapped 
on PVC and what should the dimensions be? I found a post by W7EL stating 
that coax baluns should be bunch coiled rather than form wrapped and that 
the current Antenna Handbook is wrong. Against this, I found a post by 
WA2SRQ stating that coax baluns should be single-layer form wrapped rather 
than bunch wrapped for higher frequencies.

The other really, really important thing to do when picking an IF is to 
LISTEN THERE FIRST! 


I have picked some pretty dumb IF frequencies in the past. 5 MHz/10 
MHz? WWV SWBC. 6 MHz? BBC SWBC. I know the 38 special some times had 
issues with SWBC using a 12 MHz IF. 


Even if you have a reasonably good front end filter, if the signal is 
strong and the receiver is sensitive, it will likely bleed through. 
Been there, done that! 


I have found that most of the crystals in the 4 MHz to under 5 MHz range 
seem to be ok as an IF frequency. I would start there if it doesn't 
place your VFO to high in frequency. Dave Fifield's offer of cheap 9 
MHz matched filters is also a good start. I remember a rig that used a 


9 MHz IF and a 5 to 5.5 MHz VFO to cover both 20m (9+5 MHz) USB and 80m 
(9-5 MHz) LSB. I guess this was a common trick "back in the day".

A good book is probably the most valuable learning aid. With that in mind, I 
suggest the following reference books for the beginning QRPer: 


The Radio Amateur's Handboook - ARRL - It is hard for me to imagine a Ham 
Shack without a Handbook. The handbook contains a broad brush on most ham 
topics. While it does have its limitations, it is always the first place to 
go for information on Ham Radio. The technical explanations are accessible 
to anybody who has a high school education (and paid attention in algebra 
and trigonometry) At $32, it is not a casual investment though. Some times 
the major book stores have these at a discount. However, it is possible to 
find used handbooks for less than $10 at most Hamfests. Anything published 
in the last 15 to 20 years is good. Do not overlook Used Book Stores or 
Library sales. I recently bought a 1985 Handbook at the local library 
monthly book sale for a $1!! Now I have a Handbook from every decade from 
the 50s to the 00s. If you can't afford a handbook, they are a staple at 
most public libraries, perhaps in the reference section, and a library can 
certianly obtain one for you through interlibrary loan. Public libraries are 
great! 


The ARR1L Antenna Handbook - ARRL - This is a good investment as a second 
reference in the ham shack. Most antenna questions can be answered by 
referring to it. At $30 it is also not a casual investment, but you can 
usually find one used at a hamfest for less. Any edition is useful. Many 
libraries have these, or they can get them on interlibrary loan. 


Solid State Design for The Radio Amateur (DeMaw and Hayward) - ARRL - This 
is an excewllent RF reference book. It has good explanations of how 
receivers, transmitters. and transceivers work. It has a definite QRP slant. 
I think it is still avaialble for $15, but I continually hear rumors of a 
second edition. Pictures from the new edition were shown by George Dobbs at 
Arkiecon, so there may be some truth to it. This is loaded with practical 
circuits and projects. 


After these three books, there are a wide variety of books that are good 
references. In no particular order: 


The QRPers Reference Data Book by Paul Hardin NA5N - This is an excellent 
compilation of data on all the components that QRPers use along with 
practical circuits. Contact Paul on how to get ths book. 


The Art of Electronics by Horowitz and Hill - This is an excellent book for 
learning electronics from a non RF point of view. It is available from most 
large book sellers like Barnes and Noble, but do your local independent book 
store a favor and buy/order it from them. The chapter on active filters is 
particularlly uselful. One of the most useful portions of the book are the 
tables of recommended components. Fortunately the ARRL has stolen (with 
permission) these tables and included them in recent editions of the 
Handbook. This book is getting a little long in the tooth, the most recent 


edition being, 1989, but apparently there is no update in the works. 


HF Antennas for All Locations by Moxon - This provides a different view of 
antennas that is not commonly seen on this side of the Atlantic. 


The ARRL has published 6 Antenna Compendiums, all of which are excellent 
references. 


This list is USA-Centric. I have a 20 + year old RSGB handboook, which is 
quite useful, even though I only have the second volume , the one with the 
antenna chapter. The digests of Guy Hawker's Technical Topics column in 
RadCom are also quite valuable. 


QRP Power, and the Doug DeMaw QRP notebooks are great references. 


Having said all this, well formed questions are the backbone of this list. 
The better informed the questioner, the more that there is to learn from a 
question. And the above references will enable a qustioner to be well 
informed.

For a mast, the 4x4 posts should work fine if securely panted in the 
ground. The one suggestion I'd make based on a friends experience 

is to get some aluminum sheet or flashing copper and fasten a metal 
covering over the upper end of the post. The open end grain can 

absorb water and, over time, the top of the post will rot out. There may 
be easier ways to seal the top of the post, but do make sure it is 
sealed.

Jim, I have every book you mentioned and some of them are getting that 
well-worn look from repeated use over many years. Plus, quite a few more 
going all the way back to undergrad texts which still see occasional use. 


I think that the basic problem that we have with our newer amateurs when 
they ask questions is that literally they are unable - I won't say 
unwilling - to actually read and understand the Handbook without devoting 
the time and effort to start on page one and follow through to the end. 
That is a massive investment in time which you probably gladly made and 
which I xhad* to make in 1945 as a high-school kid in order to learn enough 
"radio" to get a license and then build a station in order to get on the 
air. 


For better or worse, our recent amateurs have not been required to obtain 
in-depth knowledge of many of the basic principles that you and I regard as 
fundamental to understanding our chosen hobby. They are presented with a 
broad spectrum of test questions with computer programs to administer 
repeated simulated tests to enable the person to gain confidence and better 
associate the right answers with the right questions. But, nowhere is there 
any requirement or actual necessity to xusex much of what is covered on the 
written tests. Until problems arise . 


The new amateur can buy a radio, an antenna, a mic and/or key, hook it all 

up and be on the air in a few hours at most. Despite their complexity, our 

modern radios are relatively easy to operate and do not require much if any 
knowledge of what is going on inside the box or how and why. We don't even 

have to understand dipping and loading the finals any more! <:t 


I am not at all saying that this is bad - nor am I saying that it is good - 
but it xisx. 


I do think that realistically when we suggest to someone that they go to 
the Handbook to bone up on some particular problem area, the advice likely 
as not will not be followed more than once or twice before the person tries 


to understand something covered in Chapter 11 and realizes that he is 
unfamilar with the detail developed in the preceding ten chapters. 


You and I and many others on QRP-L have little problem with this due to our 
professional backgrounds and the experience gained over decades of 
operating, working out problems, and the like. So, we may find it 
convenient to recommend to someone that they "go read the Handbook" to 
learn more about their problem and its solution. I truly believe that most 
folks who pose questions on this list would love to be able to do that and 
to possess the technical background and capability to pick a topic in the 
middle of the Handbook and bone up on it. But, I also doubt very much that 
more than a small minority are capable of doing so, especially until they 
get some experience under their belts. And especially unless they invest 
the time and effort at studying the technical side of amateur radio to a 
much greater depth than required for a license. 


All this pulpit thumping is aimed at encouraging the newer hams with 
problems and questions to pose them to the list. There are a number of us 
on here who delight in trying to be of help. I personally try to provide 
enough of an answer in a response to enable the person to get on with what 
he is trying to do - but then I also try to point out where additional info 
can be obtained, if that is applicable. I also try to capsule some of the 
"theory" involved if that seems appropriate. 


So, to my brothers who insist that Joe Newham hit the books before asking 
questions, I have to say that Joe probably would love to, if only he knew 
where to start and how. Providing that "start" is what I think we 
old-timers can do and should do. 


I would like to echo the sentiment of Jim's closing paragraph. This is not 
a flame or criticism of any posted opinions - just my thoughts on this very 
pertinent topic.

Sure, it is nice to 
see your call up there with a good score, but contesting has other more 
realistic benefits. 


In one weekend you can get a very good idea of how well your station is 
performing, just by getting in a contest. The other guys have, for the 
most part, the best ears in the world. They can hear you. If they can 
hear you then so can others when there is not a contest on!. Work them 
later, when the band is not as crowded. 


Contests are also a great way to work those stations you want or need to 
work. There are many local contests held every year, like state QSO 
parties, and regional DX contests that can add to your WAS or DXCC 
totals! 


Contests are also an excellent way to improve your skills. I you are 
not sure of how well you will do, get on for a few hours late in the 
contest. The pressure is largely gone for the dedicated contesters to 
work everyone, so they will spend a few more minutes with you. As your 
skill improves start earlier in the contest!

I put the dipole sloper up again this weekend since there's been little 
time to address getting the attic feedline down to the new shack 
location in the basement. Played a bit on the weekend, but the best qso 
was early this am. 


After finishing some grading around 12:30 am, I snapped on the White 
Mountain 20 just to see if there was anyone on. Not too much, but after 
a couple of minutes stumbled onto 9H1EV calling cq. Band was a bit 
noisey--gave a shout and Lou came back saying he could hear someone 
calling, but too far down in the noise to pull it out. I switched over 
to the 'big rig', a Kenwood TS-180S. It was cranked all the way up to 10 


watts, so I tuned over to where Lou was calling, had an opening ina 
minute and called again. Had a lovely short chat with Lou, and a '59' 
report. 


Again, the sloper is as patched together as imaginable: pvc lashed to 
the deck railing, top end about 16 1/2 feet off the ground, low end on 
the ground weighted down with a hunk of quartz. Hmmm....maybe I'ld 
better check the 'Q' of that quartz! 


So next time you think you can't operate because you haven't gotten the 
ideal antenna up, sometimes even a far from ideal set-up can perform 


admirably. 


Now to go back into the antenna references and figure out why 
this thing works at all.

Frank Emens covered it pretty well, but if you insist on using xwoodenx* guy 
points, I'd do one more step: 


Go to your local hardware store (or "Home Depot" or similar) and pick up 
the following: 


1. A small plastic "paint bucket" (less than $1) that will easily fit over 
the bottom of the post(s) you plan to use. 


2. A small can (say about a quart) of "Thompson's Weather Seal". It's a 
clear, non-toxic fluid that seals wood - especially end-grain of boards and 
posts. 


3. The cheapest paint brush you can find. 
The rest of this step will require a little patience on your part... 


Place the end of one post in the plastic bucket. Place the bucket on the 
ground, near the foundation of your home. Place one end of the first post 
to be treated in the bucket and "lean" the post up against the wall of your 
home (I do this along the side of my garage, so it's not seen from the 
house). 


Pour the Thompson "Water Seal" in the bucket. Using the paint brush, dip 
it in the "Water Seal" and coat the upper parts of your post while the 
bottom is "soaking up" the water seal stuff. You can even give the upper 
top (open grain, also) of the post a healthy "dose" of sealer. You don't 
have to be meticulous about this "painting" process, ‘cause the wood will 
most likely really drink up the sealer! You don't even have to worry about 
"paint runs", since the Thomson stuff is about like water. 


Leave the post "bottom" sitting in the paint bucket of remaining sealer for 
at least an hour. 


Then, go back to the post and "flip it over", so that what was the upper 
end of the post is now drowning in the sealer solution in the bucket. 
Leave it for about an hour. 


NOTE: You may need to buy some more Thompson "Water Seal" - depending on 
the "thirst" of your wooden posts. You can also speed up this process if 
you buy enough plastic paint buckets so that each pole has their own with a 
good "dose" of water seal in the bottom. 


After this second hour of "soaking", you can then remove the posts from the 
water seal and rest either end on an old plastic bag from the supermarket 
or dry cleaners and let them air dry (propped against the side of your 
garage. 


You can do this inside your garage if you'd like, ‘cause the Water Seal 
product doesn't give off any toxic fumes (in case the outside weather is 
bad). 


The surface of the water seal "painted" posts is not sticky-to-the-touch 
(like say, enamel paint would be), so you can handle them with your bare 
hands. 


Almost as important, do xNOT*x forget the top (exposed) end cap that Frank 
E. suggests below. I'd further recommend that you solder the seams of the 
"flaps" that are folded down over the sides of the post just so water 
doesn't easily work its way back up to the end grain. Alternatively, you 
can also buy (usually) already-made "end caps" to fit your posts that are 
seamless - from being press-formed in a single piece of metal, rather than 
just bent.

For a mast, the 4x4 posts should work fine if securely panted in the 
ground. The one suggestion I'd make based on a friends experience 

is to get some aluminum sheet or flashing copper and fasten a metal 
covering over the upper end of the post. The open end grain can 

absorb water and, over time, the top of the post will rot out. There may 
be easier ways to seal the top of the post, but do make sure it is 
sealed.

> 2. A small can (say about a quart) of "Thompson's Weather Seal". It's a 
> clear, non-toxic fluid that seals wood - especially end-grain of boards 
and 

> posts. 

> 3. The cheapest paint brush you can find. 

> 


> The rest of this step will require a little patience on your part... 


> 

> Place the end of one post in the plastic bucket. Place the bucket on the 
> ground, near the foundation of your home. Place one end of the first post 
> to be treated in the bucket and "lean" the post up against the wall of 
your 

> home (I do this along the side of my garage, so it's not seen from the 

> house). 

> 


> Pour the Thompson "Water Seal" in the bucket. Using the paint brush, dip 
> it in the "Water Seal" and coat the upper parts of your post while the 

> bottom is "soaking up" the water seal stuff. You can even give the upper 
> top (open grain, also) of the post a healthy "dose" of sealer. You don't 
> have to be meticulous about this "painting" process, ‘cause the wood will 
> most likely really drink up the sealer! You don't even have to worry 
about 

> "paint runs", since the Thomson stuff is about like water. 

> 

> Leave the post "bottom" sitting in the paint bucket of remaining sealer 
for 

> at least an hour. 

> 

> Then, go back to the post and "flip it over", so that what was the upper 
> end of the post is now drowning in the sealer solution in the bucket. 

> Leave it for about an hour.

> NOTE: You may need to buy some more Thompson "Water Seal" - depending on 
> the "thirst" of your wooden posts. You can also speed up this process if 
> you buy enough plastic paint buckets so that each pole has their own with 
a

> After this second hour of "soaking", you can then remove the posts from 
the 
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water seal and rest either end on an old plastic bag from the supermarket 
or dry cleaners and let them air dry (propped against the side of your 
garage. 


You can do this inside your garage if you'd like, ‘cause the Water Seal 
product doesn't give off any toxic fumes (in case the outside weather is 
bad). 


The surface of the water seal "painted" posts is not sticky-to-the-touch 
(like say, enamel paint would be), so you can handle them with your bare 
hands. 


Almost as important, do xNOTx forget the top (exposed) end cap that Frank 
E. suggests below. I'd further recommend that you solder the seams of the 
"flaps" that are folded down over the sides of the post just so water 
doesn't easily work its way back up to the end grain. Alternatively, you 
can also buy (usually) already-made "end caps" to fit your posts that are 
seamless - from being press-formed in a single piece of metal, rather than 
just bent.

For a mast, the 4x4 posts should work fine if securely panted in the 
ground. The one suggestion I'd make based on a friends experience 

is to get some aluminum sheet or flashing copper and fasten a metal 
covering over the upper end of the post. The open end grain can 

absorb water and, over time, the top of the post will rot out. There may 
be easier ways to seal the top of the post, but do make sure it is 
sealed.

What you say is true from the technical end, but 
antennas are a funny lot in the real world. I have 
always looked at the results of test and plots as a 
starting point and not the final point. Playing with 
wire antennas is one area of this hobby which can be 
enjoyed by almost all of us. 


The non-resident mono-pole does develop e nasty high 
angle lobes on the upper bands. This is true if you 
run the model. But, they have worked DX in the past. 


W1AB in an artical in the 1999 June QST describes a 40 
meter 1/4 wave vertical feed with 450ohm line which 


worked DX on 20 meters and above. There have been 
similar articals in CQ and 73 over the years, so they 
all can not be wrong. 


The models are correct, but the real world does 
strange things at times. The best advise I can give is 
to put it up and see what happens. No two antennas 
work the same as each installation has its own 
imperfections and these imperfections give you the 
surprises. Some times the surprise is bad, some times 
its good. 


The nice thing about using wire, its cheap. If it does 
not work as you thought, take it down and try 
something else. 


As soon as I can, one of the 40 meter 1/4 wave 
verticals with 3 to 4 radials and 450 ohm feed will be 
tried here. As they say, mileage may vary.

Howdy fellow QRP'ers: 


The XYL acquiesced and we made the trip to Sieverville from 
Wilmington, NC. It's a long way to go to a hamfest:-) 


The hamfest itself was small but loaded with ham gear from 
several different generations being sold by many very friendly 
people. 


On Friday night I had the opportunity to grab a seat at one of 
the operating positions containing the new Ten Tec HF gear, 
namely the Argonaut V, the Jupiter and the Orion. 


Unfortunately, only one rig at a time could be put on the air 
due to the configuration of the antenna switching scheme. 


The noise in the tent was VERY loud and of one of the kindly 
Ten Tec folks scrounged up a pair of garden variety stereo 
headphones for me to use in checking out things like QSK, 
Sidetone, etc. 

I did not have much stick time at all with any of the radios 
but I did note some interesting tidbits: 


First and foremost, the QSK and SIDETONE on the ARGO V 
appeared to work quite well....no thumps, bumps or other 
disagreeable switching artifacts were noted during QSK 
operation. 


Unfortunately, the QSK switching speed is not adjustable ala 
the Elecraft K2...... most regretable. The adjustable SIDETONE 
sounded like a decent sinewave ..... again most difficult to 
swear to due to all the tent background noise. 


I also noticed that I had to turn the AF GAIN on the ARGO V up 
to about 70% in order to hear much. We attributed this to an 
impedance mismatch with the headphones and the very high 
background noise. 


On the Argo V and the Jupiter and to some extent the Orion, 
Ten Tec is now making use of a "multi-function" knob that must 
be activated by pushing the appropriate front panel button to 
adjust several transceiver parameters. I don't recall all of 
these functions but I was very uncomfortable when first trying 


to play with the radios. 


For example, if I recall correctly, there is no dedicated AF 
VOLUME control on the Jupiter and no dedicated RF GAIN control 
on either the Jupiter or the Orion....believe the RF GAIN on 
the ARGO V is fixed. 


There were several other key functions on all of the radios 
that had to be activated by pushing a front panel button and 
then using the "multi-function" knob to attain desired 
settings. 


As I recall, this was required to change the keying speed on 
the ARGO, and the RF GAIN on the Jupiter and the Orion. 


I found this to be a bit disconcerting but I guess after 
getting more cockpit time it would become second nature to the 
OP. 


Unfortunately, the Orion conked out early on Friday nite so I 
didn't get a chance to check this radio out much at all. 
Myself and a couple of othe operators didn't find ANYTHING 
intuitive about getting the Orion to play. Believe this radio 
requires reading the manual first: -) 


On Saturday morning, the Ten Tec folks had two Orions at the 
operating positions and changed the antenna switching around 
so that each radio could be used on one band only 
simultaneously. 


This gave several OPS a shot at putting the radios on the air. 
Unfortunately, I never got a shot at listening to the Orion on 
CW to evaluate it's QSK performance. I was told by a Ten Tec 
rep that the Orion and the Jupiiter had adjustable QSK that 
could suit any OP. I did find that the adjustable QSK on the 
Jupiter was very satisfactory as well as the SIDETONE. 


The surprise of the day was how well the Jupiter sounded on CW 
and how well the variable DSP filtering worked on it and the 
ARGO V....didn't hear anything on the other side of zero 
beat...very good filtering. 


I would really like another shot at playing with the ARGO V 
and really giving it a good shakedown. You don't really get a 
good chance to do this in a very crowded tent full of excited 
OPS who all want a crack at the new radios:-) 


The above represents only my limited views based on limited 


access to the radios on hand. I should have written down my 
observations for accuracy but under the circumstances I would 
have been run out of the operating tent: -) 


Bottom line: It appears that Ten Tec has several new winners 
on hand in terms of solid technical advances, peformance and 
price competetiveness.
